Henry Kreisel has written two novels, The Rich Man (1948) 
and The Betrayal (1964), a number of short stories and several radio 
plays as well as critical articles for various Canadian journals and 


periodicals. In 1960 he was awarded the University of Western Ontario's 


President's Medal for his story, The Travelling Nude. 


Concordia English professor Henry Beissel is author of 
New Wings for Icarus (1966) and Face on the Dark (1970). He has written 
many successful plays, among them Goya, performed in Montreal last year, 
and Inook and the Sun, performed at Stratford. Beissel's poetry 


anthology The Salt I Taste was published in 1975. 


Andreas Schroeder is editor of the journal Contemporary 
Literature in Translation. His best known poetry collections are The Ozone 
aaa etre in iransiation fhe zone 
Minotaur (1969) and File of Uncertainties (1971). Schroeder has also 


published a collection of short stories, The Late Man (1972) and a documentary 
novel Shaking it Rough (1976).
